2. Citations and explanations 



Iciaims 1-10: Docmnents 1-4 ^ j , j j 

Document 1 pertains to a disk for twisting having a friction ring fitted to a disk body, and 
describes a disk wherein a projected part such as substantially projecting part is provided in the inner 
periphery of the friction ring for mating with the disk body and the friction ring is replaceable. 

Document 1 uses a groove with an aperture width narrower than the inner part width, and does 
not describe using a means for fitting the members together. Documents 2-4 also employ this sort of 
fitting means to fixedly secure members. This is weU-known to a person skilled m the art. (Seem 
particular Fig. 2 of document 4 and the text describing it.) 

This being the case, employing the means disclosed in documents 2-4 as fixmg means in the 
invention described in document 1 with the objective of fixedly securing the members ordinarUy 
required in a disk could easily be conceived by a person skilled in the art, and its effect could be 
Ipredicted by a person skilled in the art.
